MANUFACTURE OF PAPER FROM 
irOOD. 

r.'(£he^apei' World hat^ nn iiUerostiiig 
artlclb on thn subject of the manufac- 
tiiro of paper ptilp from wood in Penn- 
' sjlvania. Tlio wood used at tho mills 
1 mentioned is poplar, cut in Virginia. 
-Jine Svobd'is' cut into cord lengths, dis- 
barked and floated to the mills. There 
it ia cut by niachincry into small chip.s 
five-eights of an inch thick. The chips 
are then scut to largo boilers or diges- 
ters, in whicli strong caustic soda flows 
^,^^as.,tl^f> chipa.ivre run in. The liquor is 
trougiit't6"b6iling'p6int and thej chips 
. remain under pressure till the steam 
gauge registers 100 pound.s. Tlii.s re- 
duces the wood to ft soft jelly having no 
resemblance to its former self. The 
pulp is now taken out into vats with 
perforated bottoms, and a stream of 
.I .iwater is run through it till the soda is 
all washed out for use over and over 
again. After that tho .stutV i.s thrown 
into bleaching engines where chloride 
I'of lime deprives it of all color and im- 
(^piirities. - The chloride is then washed 
. out- fpr use again. The pulp i.s put into 
draining vats, pressed out, run through 
a cylinder and nineteen heated driers, 
anajs\w6und upon reels about three 
fe^t wide in rolls of 1 18 pounds weight. 
i'- IxitDaia form it is mnrketed. Tho in- 
teresting point for us is that large 
qjiantitii?^ o^„tb}s pulp are now beiny 
'"exporteci ""^ tb France. This business 
' could be done better in Canada than in 
■— • the States for a neutral market. Our 
supply of poplar is practically (Mulles.'?, 
and it ought to be drawn upon vigor- 
ously for manufacture in our own coun- 
try. Not only in Eastern • Canada ia 
the poplar plentiful, but in this i)ro- 
vince the supply of cottonwood {pop^i- 
his canadenses) is to all intents and 
purposes inexhaustible.

Nkw Youk, Dec. 3. — Herald's Dub- 
lin, Dec. 2d. The latest.,advices from 
the land court show that there are to 
this date 50jdOO applications. They are 
increasing at the rate of 500 each day. 
There are now as many applications 
from Gal way and Mayo as from 
ITIstor. A vast number too are from 
Kerry, while indications from Limerick 
and Tipperary are not behind. Clare 
Cavan, Kings and Soutli not much bet 
tor. These indications show that wher- 
ever commissioners go applications be- 
gin to pour in, while people in these 
counties not yet visited are waiting 
their coming before actually applying, 
There is no doubt that as soon as the 
ten comniissioner.s which have been ap- 
pointed got to work applications will 
greatly increase, but alongside this 
splendid rush applications show how 
insignificant thus far have boon the re- 
sults. There have been 178 decisions 
as the result of four weeks work 
being at the ratjB, of 2J. decisions per 
day by each commissioner. They cal 
culate from this that ten commissionvrs 
would only be able to adjudicate on 
7825 cases per year, sitting six days in 
tho week without vacation. Thus it 
would take over six years to decide 
cases already before the court, but be 
fore the year is passed, there will be at 
least one hundred and fifty thousand 
applications;as if this unhappy country 
could stand the strain. The dawn of a 
new century would still find land court 
commissioners whittling away at rents 
with their accustomed vigor.

The. court opened at 11 o'clock a.in. 'Oa 
Thursdayjtho 1st inst. i , . 

There wore present, accommodated with 
seats on the right of tlio Bench, His Lord- 
ship tlie Bishop of New Westminster and 
Mrs. Sillitoo, and the Rov. Messrs. Hor- 
ria, Jamioson, Robson and Sholtlon. The 
members of the Bar present wore: Messrs. 
Draket Harrison, Bole, T. Davie and 
MacEilmen. The body of the court-rooia 
w;i3 crowtlod with people. 

Mr. Kcgistrar Jenna, having made the 
usual proclamation, read the Commission 
from the Lieut. -Governor, authorizinff thw 
Hon. J; H. Gray, Judge of the Supreme 
Court, to hold tho assize. 

The following gentlemen constituted 
the grand jury :— J. E. Lord, J. Hendry, 
J. W. Harvey, Goo. Webster, H. MoRob- 
erts, 0. Mcl)onotigh, R. W. Doano, H. 
Elliott, P. Eiokhoff, J. H. Coulthard, W. 
B. Townsund, J. W. Howison, D. Mills, 
J. C. Armstrong, Geo. Turner, and J. 
Wise, Esqs. Mr. Lord having been 
chosen foreman, and the jury having been 
sworn, tlie judge proceeded to deliver las 

(JUAUOE. 

He coiiirnencod by exprcsaiag regtot 
that, after ji protracted absence from tho 
Province, ho was not ablo to congratulate 
tho jury upon diminution of crime, as tho 
calendar before him was not a light one. 
Taking up the cases seriatim, ho placed 
them before tho jury, explaining the law, 
iin tlio uno Iiarul, and tho functions and 
duty of grand jurors, on tho other. Hii 
then proceeded to define the morogoni ViJ 
duties of the jury, reminding them that 
they were not called by favor or olootioii, 
but by command of the Queen, to tho h:i- 
portant duty of presenting anything which 
thej' believed to bo in tho public interest. 
In the course of his charge, ho said that, 
in liiH oxpoi icnce, a very largo majority of 
the crimes committed in the country wore

WHISKY AND KLOOTCHMEN 

wore tho chief causes of crime amongst us, 
und he concluded a moat eloquent- amd 
improasivo cliiiige with a personation 
which uaa at once sublime and brilliant, 
in whicli, whilo reminding tho jurors of 
their augmented responsibilities, arising 
out of the Iai|;e influx of mixed population 
consequent upon the large public works 
being carried on in the province, ho made 
an earnest appe.tl in favor of the restric- 
tion of llie sale of intoxicating liquors. 

THE QUEEN VH. WM. MOOHK. 

In charging the grand jury on this aiae 
the loarnod judge remarked that Win. 
Moore, captain of the Bteauior Western 
Slope is charged on two indictments. On 
the first with stealing four cords of wood; 
on tho second ho is charged with taking 
the wood with intent to defiaud. This is 
a. new or equivocal use of a law. The 
criminal charge on this second indictment 
ia unknown. to .the laws of England, and 
only exists in our Dominion Laws. Let 
us look at this case.

on behalf of thfj Attorney-General at this 
Assize, ho would ask, in consequence of 
tho sad and nnexpected- announcement 
just made by his Lordship of the death of 
Mr. Justice Robertao'n, that the court at 
its rising stand adjourned over Friaay 
until Saturday, as a tribute of roapoci to 
the memory of one who, by his ability in 
his profession, by his courtesy to every 
one with whom ha came in contact, and 
by his upright character and conduct, and 
by his bkmeless Itfe, hid vron the respect I 
and esteem not only of the members of ' 
tho Bar, but also of tho people of tho pro- 
vince generally. In e.\ pressing tlio deep- 
est sorrow and regret at the sad nowa re- 
ceived of tiic loaa of that estimable gentle- 
man and able lawyer, cut off in the midst 
of a brilliant career which promised to be 
one of continued .nn.d widely extenijied 
public usefulness, ho felt assured that|he 
was giving utterance to thosentiment with 
which that news would bo received through- 
out tho country at largo. 

.Air. Drake, senior member of the Bar, 
in a few feeling and iveli-chosen leniarks, 
expressed the deep grief ho oxparienced 
upon the occasion. Professionally t^nd 
socially, ho had cnjoysd intimate relati9n8 
with deceased ever since he came to the 
countiy, and he e.tprpsseil the most pro- 
found admiration for his : 

CURI.STIAN OHARACTRR, 

Alluding to hia abilities and (lualities us a 
gentleraau. which had made him an hoiior 
to tho profession and a bright ornament 
to tho Bench — suoli. an one as the country 
could ill afford to lose. 

Mr. T. Davio could not domorethan on- 
durso what had already been so well said. 
In his intercourse with him whose death 
the whole country lamented ho had found 
a character coming the nearest to his ideal 
of a Christian gentleman, and he felt that 
in the untimely death of Mr. Robertson 
tho Bench and the province had sustained 
an irreparable loss. 

Mr. Bole rose to discliargo the melan- 
iCholy duty of adding hia humble tribute 
to the worth of him whose sudden and 
seemingly untimely death they all sodooply 
'lamented. While most heartily concur- 
ring in the remarks so fittinprly made by 
Hia Lordship aiid those members of tho 
. Bar who had preceded him, he liad special 
reasons for feeling deeply uiion tho pre- 
sent occasion; for not only had his pro- 
leaaional relations \vith deceased been of 
the moat agreeable kind, but it was Mr.

Uo, too, desired to hoar testimony 
to tho high character and umblomiahed 
life of duce.-used, whose, loss to the bench 
and to the country all mustkeenly feel. 

Mr, McElmon spoke in the highest 
torma of admiration of tho deceased and 
e.xpreasod deep regret • at tho loss which 
tho country had sustained. 

Hia Lordship mado a few concluding re- 
marks further expressing hia sense of tho 
loss sustained by tho country and tho 
bench, referring in eloquent terms to the 
high character borne by the deceased as a 

CUaiSTIAN AND A GE.VTLK.MAN 

And at the same time expressing the deep- 
est sympathy for tho bereaved wife and 
family. He intimated that the circum- 
stance of being engaged in trying a man 
for hia life alone prevented the court ad- 
journins the moment the sad intelligenco 
was received. 

Tho court adjourned till 9 a. m. on 
Siiturduy.
